Australia will qualify through 
Asia says Sir Arthur George 


INTERVIEW BY 
STEPHEN COPPING 


Sir Arthur George has 
proposed a possible 
compromise to FIFA 
which is likely to see the 
Socceroos qualify through 
Asia for the 1998 World 
Cup finals in France. 

George, the former 
chairman of the 
Australian Soccer 
Federation, is a co-opted 
full member of the FIFA 
executive. He represents 
Oceania ( Australia, 
Western Samoa, Solomon 
Islands, Fiji, Vanuatu, 
Tahiti, New Zealand, and 
Papua New Guinea are 
the eight members.) 

George states that 
soccer’s ruling body, 
FIFA, is likely to decree 
in May that Australia 
qualify direct for the 
Under 17 (Joeys) side. 

FIFA are also likely to 
announce, in May, that 
Australia’s Under 20 and 
Olympic youth teams are 
to qualify through Asia. 

In December, the 
Socceroos should get 
confirmation that they 
will qualify via Asia. 

“During the FIFA 
meeting last December 
there wasn’t enough time 
for agreement to be 
concluded on how certain 
Nations will need to 
qualify for major- youth 
and world tournaments,” 


says George. 
However, the future 
Asian World Cup 


qualifying group is likely 
to be adapted to allow the 
winner of Oceania to be 
one of the six teams in 
the group. 

Europe is unwilling to 
lose a place in the World 
Cup finals and George, 
aware that FIFA were 
expected to agree, tabled 
a compromise, which he 
claims will guarantee the 
Socceroos qualify for the 
World Cup through Asia, 

“I suggested to FIFA 
that the top two teams in 
the Asian qualifying 
group should still go 
automatically through to

the World Cup,” says 
George. 

“But there should be a 
half seat (place) for the 
team that comes third in 
that group. They should 
then play in a play-off 
with another 
confederation, possibly 
against a European 
country. 

“I spoke to a high 
ranking FIFA official in 
Las Vegas last December 
and | said that I didn’t 
want to see the Oceania 
winner be involved in the 
merry-go-round situation 
during the 1998 World 
Cup campaign- the 
official confirmed to me 
that wouldn’t be the 
case,” says George. 

“We (Oceania) can't 
gain a place via Asia 
unless someone loses a 
place. I am confident we 
can qualify through Asia 
and get off this merry-go- 
round which we have 
been subjected to for so 
many years, but to get 
into Asia a compromise 
was needed." 

George is still in close 
contact with the current 


chairman of the ASF, 
John Constantine, and 
empathises with Eddie 


Thomson and the 
Socceroos after they just 
failed to reach the World 
Cup finals in USA this 
June. 

“Australia travelled 35 
thousand miles in its last 
World Cup campaign. 

“I thought the 
Socceroos were 
magnificent. 10 years ago 
we would have been 
beaten 8-1. 

“My interest is to see 
Australia develop and 
grow on the world soccer 
scene.” 

Although he does not 
have a vote on the 21- 
member FIFA committee, 
George’s influence is 
immense. 

George was the 
chairman of the ASF for 
19 years and in that time 
he saw Australia qualify 
for the World Cup and 
emerge as one of the best 
youth-producing 
countries in the world. 

“T have a lot of friends 
in FIFA and UEFA. They 
are all very conscious of 
Australia’s improvement 
in the world of footbail,”

Europe will thus decline to 
give up one seat to Asia. 

FIFA would be 
unwilling to give Asia an 
automatic three team 
allocation for future 
World Cups as the success 
of South Korea, Iraq and 
Saudi Arabia has not been 
that impressive 
internationally. 

“FIFA are sceptical of 
Asia, who have asked for 
three places in future 
World Cups, they are not 
giving much support to that

especially Australia’s, 
improving international 
results,” George said, 

“Asia are very awake to 
Australia’s position in 
world football. The 
Olympic and Under 20 side 
are ranked fourth in the 
world, and the Under 17 
team is seventh. 

“But Asia don’t want to 
help us to the detriment of 
themselves. 

“Asia have two qualifiers 
for the 1994 World Cup in 
USA, but it’s unlikely that 
Saudi Arabia or South 
Korea will reach the 
second round.”

This so-called “Great Flag 
Debate” is getting well out 
of band, and I would like to 
call for its immediate 
cessation before someone 
gets hurt. Indeed Mr 
Farrell's flagpole fetish is 
causing me considerable 
annoyance, as it is clouding 
over the real issues which 
need to be debated. 

What concerns me is that 
the CCSL has chosen to ban 
from soccer grounds any 
object which has the 
“potential” to be used as a 
weapon. And flagpoles and 
flares have been made the 
scapegoats. But why not also 
ban soft-drink cans 
(remember the Con 
Boutsianis incident), and 
steel toe-capped Doctor 
Marten’s Boots, and spike 
leather belts? Surely these 
objects, all of which are 
currently allowed inside 
soccer grounds, are also 
potential weapons. 

Indeed, if the ASF is so 
concerned about potential 
weapons inside soccer 
grounds then why do they 
allow clubs to keep their 
grounds in such decrepit 
states? There are numerous 
CCSL grounds where large 
Tocks, pieces of metal and 
wood, and even items of 
furniture are left lying 
around on the terraces, 

You may recall that an 
Olympic-Preston match was 
moved from St George 
Stadium to the Sydney 
Football Stadium two or 
three years ago because of 
police concerns about the 
large number of rocks on the 
hill. If the CCSL is serious 
about crowd safety then they 
should think long and hard 
about just how many 
potential weapons already 
exist inside CCSL grounds. 

I therefore propose that 
flares be legalised at all 
CCSL grounds, just as they 
are throughout Europe. 
Flares are safe. They are 
designed to be held in the 
hand while burning, and if 
you don’t believe me then 
visit your local boating shop 
and read the instructions on 
the side of one. Fireworks 
were banned many years ago 
because they were 
dangerous, but flares are still 
legal because they are safe. 

Flares are only dangerous 
if thrown. Similarly, soft 
drink cans are only 
dangerous if thrown, and 
Doc Marten’s are only 
dangerous if used to kick 
another fan, yet these items 
are allowed inside soccer 
grounds. 

Supporters only throw 
flares because they are afraid 
of being caught with one, but 
if flares were allowed then 
people would hold them in 
their hands (like they do in 
Europe) instead of throwing 
them, they would not be 
dangerous and no-one would 
get hurt. Flares are only 
dangerous because they have 
been banned.

Summer soccer kills 
the game says Rasic

Rale Rasic, never a fan 
of summer soccer, insists 
the heat is killing the game 
and admitted: “If I had a 
choice between going to 
the beach and going to a 
CCSL match, I would 
choose the beach.”

“Fortunately my fellow 
board members, Clem Jones 
and Ken Speare, and I, have 
been given far reaching powers 
to ensure the success of the

“We're expecting to increase 
our corporate sponsorship 
considerably for next season 
which will allow the club the 
opportunity to really promote 
the game effectively.” 

“Tt’s all about providing the 
best of coaching for young 
players, to give them the 
chance to play at the highest 
level available, and at the same 
time promote the club within 
the sporting community to give 
people a club they can identify 
with and support on a regular 
basis.” 

“The support of the local 
media has been phenomenal 
this season so it only goes to 
show if you have the product 
and the right approach, footbalt 
in Australia can get its fair 
share of publicity.” 

Before his departure from 
the ASF in 1989, Brusasco was 
involved in preliminary 


discussions with Kerry 
Packer’s PBL marketing 
company about the possibility 
of the organisation becoming 
involved with the game in 
Australia. 

“I would have said yes to 
Kerry Packer but before I had

New members not welcome

At the league’s halfway point the struggling 
Brunswick Pumas would probably be grateful to be 
anywhere above bottom place on the CCSL ladder. 

The league’s newest club is finding life at the top 
about as tough as it gets, 

But there shouldn’t be any surprises there. 

History has taught us that CCSL success doesn’t 
come cheaply and anything better than a mid-table 
finish for the Pumas (at this stage even that is 
highly unlikely) could be deemed an achievement. 

Since the CCSL commenced its second campaign 
in 1978 some 28 clubs have moved into the elite 
competition, some on more than one occasion. 

Of the 28 only five have managed to make the 
play-offs first season up, with none managing a 
championship success. 

And three of those clubs made the finals when 
the going was at its best in 1984, the year the 
league split into two divisions (Northern and 
Southern) and eight new teams were admitted to 
the expanded competition. 

In contrast, nine of the remaining 22 clubs have 
finished bottom three first time around, with the 
average league finish for newcomers between 9th 
and 10th place. 

Only two clubs can boast any degree of 
significant success at first try in the CCSL following 
promotion, and even then both clubs were 
returning to the league rather than joining in for 
the first time. 

St George finished league runners-up in 1982 
after a one season break at NSW State League 
level, whilst Wollongong City also returned to the 
CCSL after a one-year break in 1988 and went on 
to win the minor premiership. 

Unfortunately it was one year too late as the 
league reverted to a system of play-offs to decide 
the title in 88 and the Wolves crashed in both their 
finals matches to miss the grand final completely. 

Only six of the 28 promoted clubs in league 
history have managed a 50 percent or better 
Success rate in the first year back and only eight 
of the newcomers have managed ten wins or 
more. 

Clubs in their first year after promotion have 
won a combined total of just 231 of their 752 
games played. 

Based on a 26 game season, the average CCSL 
performance of a newly promoted club is running 
at approximately 8 wins, 7 draws and 11 losses for 
the home and away campaign. 

Even the Pumas would settle for that at the 
moment !

If there is one player 
who can guide Germany 
to retain the World Cup 
they won in Italy in 1990 
it is their midfield general 
Lothar Matthaus. 

When Matthaus played 
in Germany’s tour of 
Mexico and the United 
States last December, he 
became his country’s 


most capped player, 
beating Franz 
Beckenbauer’s 103 
appearances. 


Matthaus now has 104 
caps and if he wins the 
World Cup with Germany 
in July, he will have an 
international record to 
compare alongside such 
greats as Pele and 
Maradona. 

Matthaus has been 
involved with all of 
Germany’s international 
achievements during the 
last seven years. 

Without Matthaus, 
Germany are just not the 
same side. 

When the Bayern 
Munich midfielder missed 
the European 
Championships in Sweden 
in 1992, Germany clearly 
lacked his influence when 
they went down to 
Denmark in the final. 

Matthaus has been the 
pivot in the German 
midfield for so long. 
Germany's manager and 
1974 World Cup winner 
Berti Vogts does not 
underestimate the 
influence of Matthaus. 

When Matthaus came 
back from a career 
threatening injury in 1993 
(Matthaus ruptured knee 
ligaments while playing 
for his former Italian side, 
Internazionale against 
Parma in April of 1992) 
Vogts was relieved. 

“Now that you 
(Matthaus) are back we 
can start planning with 
you again,” Vogts said,

who is now Matthaus’ 
coach at Bayern Munich, 
after replacing Erich 
Ribbick last month when

“Tt has taken a long

“But 
recently he has started 
returning to the form 
which we all know he is 


capable of.” 
Indeed it was a 
indifferent year for 


Matthaus in 1993. 

The 1990 World Cup 
winning captain left 
Italian side Inter, 
rejoining Bayern Munich 
and the Bundesliga after 
five years in the world’s 
premier league.

Laudrup replaced Stoichkov in the 
48th minute while Real's Luis Milla 
made way for Emilio Butragueno in 
the 54th. 

Romario’s second goa! came in the 


57th minute after an easy 
pass from Miguel Nadal 
and it was the bearded 
Brazilian again who 
slotted home Barcelona’s 
fourth in the 81st minute. 

He kept up the pace

German and English officials will meet later this month 
to decide whether to go ahead with plans for a friendly 
intemational in Hamburg in April on the anniversary of 
Adolf Hitler's birthday. 

The Germans have already given up hopes of staging an 
Under 21 game against England in the city the day before 
the April 20 friendly because they feared clashes between 
right-wing extremists, using the match to celebrate the 
former dictator’s birthday, and Hamburg’s large number 
of left-wing groups: 

German soccer federation (DFB) general secretary 
Horst Schmidt said today the DFB planned a special 
meeting with Hamburg officials, who are worried about 
security, and English Football Association (F.A.) chiefs to 
discuss the possibility of crowd trouble, 

“We have received a letter from the English federation 
and from left-wing groups who are expressing concern 
about the match,” Schmidt said. 

A spokesman for the English F.A. in London denied 
sending the DFB a letter regarding the cancellation of the 
match but confirmed that discussions with the DFB would 
be continuing. 

Schmidt added: “Later this month we plan to meet 
Hamburg officials and it is proposed that the English will 
be represented, 

“The left-wing groups in Hamburg believe it will be 
very difficult to avoid trouble if right-wing extremists 
come to the match.” 

Hamburg council spokesman Peter Kelch said the city’s 
security department was worried about the match in the 
Volksparkstadion on the outskirts of the city. 

“We were given this date without having a chance to object 
10 it,” Kelch said. “We are very, very worried about the date.” 


SANTANA ADDS FUEL TO PROBE 


Former Brazilian World Cup manager Tele Santana has 
added his name to the growing ranks of high-profile 
personalities calling for a national investigation of 
corruption in Brazilian soccer, 

Santana told TV Bandeirantes that “corruption exists in 
soccer all over Brazil, not just in Rio.” 

“Brazilian soccer cannot progress on the field until 
corruption is wiped out off the field,” Santana said. 

This year’s World Cup squad manager, Carlos Alberto 
Parreira, also recently voiced his support for an 
investigation of corruption in the sport. 

Last week, Rio State police began a probe into 
allegations that soccer referees were told to rig the 
outcome of key games, including qualifying rounds for the 
national championships. 

Police Chief and vice-Governor Nilo Batista said police 
would examine how public funds subsidizing soccer were used. 

Published opinion polls show the public wants 
authorities to root out corruption. 

Some legislators also have called for the legislature to 
begin its own investigation. 

_ “Soccer is a religion in this country,” said Cabral State 
Rep. Sergio Cabral Filho, a leader of a “clean feet” 
movement that favors an investigation. 

“And we must restore faith in the honesty of the 
national pastime.” 


HIGUITA FREE 


Colombia’s goalkeeper Rene Higuita was released from 
jail last Monday after seven months imprisonment for his 
alleged involvement in a kidnapping case. 

Prosecutors ordered that Higuita be freed, saying the 
time limit for laying charges against him had expired, 

“I’m very happy and I think that little by little it will 
become clear that I have not violated the constitution and 
we are going to carry on fighting,” Higuita told a cheering 
crowd as he left Bogota's Modelo jail. 

Some 200 fans greeted Higuita as he embraced his wife 
Magnolia at the gates before being driven away to catch a 
flight to his home city of Medellin. 

“Long live Higuita, long live the best goalkeeper in the 
world,” they cried.

Manager Jack Charlton said: “The old Soviet Union has 
an excellent World Cup record and I feel it’s important 
that we are playing another team who will be in action in 
America in June.” 

Other matches for the Irish are against Holland in 
Utrecht on April 20 and Germany in Hanover on May 29. 

Colombia pulled out of a proposed fixture in Dublin on 
May 20 and now efforts will be made to bring France to 
Lansdowne Road. The Republic will play Portugal in 
Dublin in their final World Cup warm-up game on a date 
to be announced — providing the teams are not in the 
same group when the European Championship draw is 
made in Manchester later this month. 


TAPIE BEHIND BARS? 


The leading investigator in the Marseilles-Valenciennes 
match-rigging scandal has taken the first direct step which 
could lead to Marseilles owner Bernard Tapie being 
imprisoned. ‘ 

Public prosecutor Eric de Montgolfier appealed 
directly to the speaker’s office of the national assembly 
“to take coercive measures.” 

Montgolfier needs the approval of the speaker’s office, 
which met yesterday. Although Tapie is not covered by 
parliamentary immunity because the assembly is not in 
session, he cannot be detained or remanded on bail 
without the speaker’s approval. 


TOP COACHES IN GERMANY 


Germany, whose national team managers boast by far the 
best record in world football, are also now producing the top 
club coaches. The demand is so great that the German 
Football Federation employs officials to deal with inquiries 
from around the world. 

As many as ten Germans are in charge of European clubs 
outside the country. And countries in Africa and Asia are 
clamouring for German soccer professors, as they are called. 

Their advantage over rivals is boosted by the thorough and 

comprehensive training they receive at home. The sports 
high-school in Cologne has become a byword internationally 
or excellence in turning out professionally educated and 
qualified team managers. In Germany it takes six months to 
obtain a football teacher’s licence. Without it, no one can be 
employed by a professional first or Second Division club. 
However, in England an equivalent coaching course might 
ast just two weeks, Top earner among those Germans 
working abroad is Jupp Heynckes. The former Bayern 
Munich chief, 39 times capped as a striker, leads Athletic 
Bilbao, who pay him a basic $50,000 a month, 
The latest recruit to the international scene is Christoph Daum 
who left VFB Stuttgart and has just signed for Turkey’s Besiktas 
istanbul. Over the next 18 months he will earn Dm 1.3m net. 
Daum, who was humiliated 15 months ago when Stuttgart failed to 
survive the first round of the European Champions Cup on a 
technicillity, is the fourth German to coach in Turkey; Reiner 
Hollmann succeeded his compatriot Kaili Feldkarip — now general 
manager — at Galatasaray who knocked England’s Manchester United 
out of the Champions Cup. Holger Osieck manages title contenders 
Fenerbahce. Horst Koppel is making a name for himself in 
Austria while the much-troubled Herbert Neumann works 
successfully in the Netherlands where he inspired Vitesse Ammkem 
to follow hard on the heels of Feyenoord and Ajax. 

Gerd Prokop has lived for over a decade in Greece and is 
now with Kalamaria as the longest-serving foreign manager 
in the country. Known as the troubleshooter, he specialises in 
saving lowly clubs from relegation.

Ivory Coast international Serge Alain Maguy has been 
snapped up by Atletico Madrid from his Abidjan side 
Africa Sports. The 23-year-old midfielder has earned rave 
reviews since a trial in mid-December. He could take the 
place of Moacir Rodriguez who has just been transferred 
to Corinthians in his native Brazil. 


OVERPRICED 


Ireland’s foreign minister and officials blasted 
American ticket touts for charging exorbitant prices for 
World Cup matches, and urged fans not to buy them. 

The Dublin-based Football Association of Ireland 
(FAI), which met with Foreign Minister Dick Spring on 
Wednesday, said some agencies in New York were 
asking $357 for tickets with a face value of $35.71 for 
Treland’s match with Italy. 

FAT general secretary Sean Connolly said: “These are 
crazy, exorbitant prices and they are still climbing. It’s 
becoming a wind-up by the touts. Our advice at present 
is don’t touch these tickets with a bargepole.” 

Spring urged fans: “Have nothing to do with these 
prices. Wait for more information, and don’t panic.” 

The FAI expects to get about 8,000 tickets for each 
of Ireland’s three scheduled first-round World Cup 
matches in New York and in Orlando, Florida, in June, 
but predicts up to 20,000 Irish fans could go to the 
United States. 

An Irish government-appointed World Cup steering 
committee, involving representatives of the FAI, travel 
agents and the United States embassy in Dublin, as well 
as government departments, will consider the tickets 
issue at its first meeting this week.

Manchester United's $50 million asset

When Manchester 
United’s manager Alex 
Ferguson turned down 
AC Milan’s $25 million 
offer for Ryan Giggs at 
the end of last season, the 
1992/93 English 
champions made it clear 
that they were not in the 
process of selling their 
best players 

At the beginning of this 
season Ferguson then 
finalised months of 
negotiating with Giggs by 
getting the 20-year-old to 
sign a four year contract 
with the Old Trafford 
club. 

That effectively ended 
speculation that the 
Welsh international was 
going to leave United at 
the end of 1994 and head 
for Italy’s Serie A 
arguably the world's best 
league. 


“Manchester United are 
one of the biggest clubs in 
the world with one of the 
best traditions in the 
game,” said Giggs after 
signing his long term 
contract. 

However, what 
Ferguson has done in the 
process, as well as keep 
Giggs at the club, is to 
ensure that in perhaps 
four years time Giggs will 
be the most expensive 
footballer on the market. 

Time will tell whether 
Giggs will still be at 
United in 1997, but if the

Welsh Wizard can 
maintain the form which 
has seen him over the last 
two seasons be compared 
with United idol George 
Best, then the world 
transfer record (which 
currently stands at $30 
million, when AC Milan 
signed Gianluigi Lentini 
from Torino in July 1992) 
will surely be broken if 
the likes of AC Milan are 
to sign Giggs. 

There is no doubt that 
Giggs is one of the most 
precocious talents to 
emerge in English soccer 
for years. 

He has been 
mesmerising defenders 
since he was 18, and two. 
years later he has 
progressed to be one of 
the most entertaining 
forwards in Europe. 

However, when it came 
to international football, 
despite starring for the 
England schoolboys side, 
Giggs decided to play for 
Wales, who have only 
qualified for the World 
Cup once - in 1958. 

Giggs could end up like 
Best, the man he is always. 
compared to, as never 
having played on the 
greatest stage in the 
game.
